ROUTE 4 ARE ENCOURAGING. BUT FANK WILL NEED GREATER 
MOBILITY AND FIREPOWER TO SURVIVE THE DRY SEASON. THE 
EMBASSY CONCLUDES FURTHER MILITARY ASSISTANCE COULD BE 
THE MARGIN BETWEEN SUCCESS AND FAILURE IN THE

2. MONETARY REFORE SCHEDULE SLIPS TO JULY 31, 1974 

AT A PRESS CONFERENCE YESTERDAY AFTER THE COMMITTEE

THAT DESPITE IMPATIENCE AND DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE OUTCOME 
OF THE C-20 DEPUTIES' PARIS MEETING. THERE WAS

PROOF THAT THE SAG WAS ASTONISHED AT KING HUSSEIN'S 
ACTION. AMMAN RADIO REPORTED THAT HUSSEIN MADE A
